S. R. O. No. 299/81. - In exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 
of the Essential Commodities Act, 1955 (Central Act No. 10 of 1955 ), read 
with the Government of India, Ministry of Industry and Civil Supplies 
( Department of Civil Supplies and Co- operation ) Order No. S.O. 681 ( E ) 
dated the 30th November, 1974 , published in the Gazette of India Extra 
ordinary, Part II , Section 3, sub -section (i ), dated the 30th November, 1974 , 
the Government of Kerala hereby makes the following amendment to the 
Kerala Cement Distribution ( Licensing and Regulation ) Order, 1974 , issued 
under Notification No. G.O. ( P ) 52/74/ID dated the 16th March 1974 and 
published in the Kerala Gazette Extraordinary No. 292 dated the 16th 
March 1974, namely : 


AMENDMENT 


1. Short title and commencement.- (1 ) This Order may be called the Kerala 
Cement Distribution (Licensing and Regulation ) Amendment Order, 1981 . 

(2 ) It shall come into force at once.

2. Amendment of Clause 5. — In the Kerala CementDistribution (Licensing 
and Regulation ) Order, 1974 , in clause 5, sub -clause (2) shall be omitted .

Explanatory Note 
As per sub -clause 2 of clause 5 of the Kerala Cement Distribution 
(Licensing and Regulation ) Order, 1974 [G.O. ( P ) 52 /74/ID dated 16-3-1974 ] 
every application for issue of a licence should be accompanied by a letter from 
manufacturer of cement agreeing to supply cement, if a licence is to be 
issued to the applicant. 


As per the present public distribution system , the licensing authority can 
appoint stockists and determine the quantity of cement that can be supplied 
through them . Since one cannot definitely say whether a stockist will get 
imported cement or indigenous cement, the production of a consent letter from 
a manufacturer of cement agreeing to supply cement is infructuous. 

This amendment is intended for deleting the above condition in the 
Kerala Cement Distribution (Licensing and Regulation ) Order , 1974 . 
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
